OUR STATE FAIR. 


Executive Committee Is Spend­ 
ing the Day Here. 


VISITED THE GROUNDS. 


Thtt Contract for Constrnetins: Mile 
Track and Amphitheater to 
Be Let Soon. 


The State Fair committee, con­ 
sisting of the followmg gentlemen, 
arrived here today and are guests 
at the Sicher hote l: 
N orm an J. Colman, of St. Louis, 
president. 
N . H. Gentry , of Sedalia, vice 
president. 
Alexander Maitland, of R ich­ 
m ond ; Geo. B. Ellis, of A ppleton 
C i t y ; L . F. Luthy , of Lebanon, 
and J . R . Rippey , secretary , of 
Columbia. 
M r. Colman did not arrive until 
noon, but, during the morning, the 
other members of the committee 
visited the grounds where the fair 
is to be held, southwest of town. 
Upon their return to the city , at 
I o’clock , Secretary R ippey was 
seen by a reporter for the 
D e m o ­ 
c r a t . 
H e stated that the purpose of 
the meeting was to arrange for the 
improvement of the grounds as 
far as they are able to do so with 
their present funds, which amount 
to something lik e $8,500. 
The committee today decided to 
build the race track and am phi­ 
theater on the south side of the 
grounds, the exposition buildings 
to be constructed north and north­ 
west of the lace track . 
The law requires a standard mile 
track , and the track to be con­ 
structed will be 2,300 feet in length 
and 980 feet in width. 
The committee will at once let 
the contract for the survey of the 
ground, Messrs. T. O. Stanle]>, of 
Sedalia, who was with the com­ 
mittee today , and Thos. Lafon,'of 
Columbia, 
being 
applicants for 
doing the work . 
Following the survey the con­ 
tract will be let for the construc­ 
tion of the race track and the 
am phitheater, the work to be done 
this summer. 
A fter this work is completed the 
committee will begin to look to­ 
w ard the legislature for an appro­ 
priation and it is understood the 
committee will ask for $350,000 or 
$300,000. 
M r. R ippey stated that the li­ 
cense for pool-sellers 
had 
been 
increased from $2 to $5 per day 
and that the revenue from that 
source for this season would ag­ 
gregate some $10,000. 
It is understood that the K aty 
railroad will have a depot at the 
southeast corner of the grounds, 
and the Missouri Pacific, which 
w ants to join with the narrow 
gauge and cut off a corner of the 
grounds, will have its depot at the 
southwest corner. 
The electric railway , which will 
have a double track and a loop 
line, will unload its passengers on 
the east side. 
T he committee met at Sicher 
ho tel at I 130 this afternoon and 
the Sedalia citizens’ 
committee 
were present. 
A fter a short ses­ 
sio n the members of the committee 
again 
visited 
the 
State 
Fair 
grounds to definitely locate the 
track and upon their return this 
afternoon another meeting will be 
held.

DEATH OF GEO. BICHSEL. 


Had Been a Resident of 8edalia for 
Tliirty -iix Year« . 


St^v eral Peo ple Were Injured, Hut, 
Fo rtunately * No t One o f Them 
Was F atally H u n .

Missouri Pdcific passenger train 
No. I , south bound, which reached 
here at 1 1 o’clock last night, was 
wreck ed at i -.40o’clock this morn­ 
ing near W ebb City , say s the N e­ 
vada Post. 
The tiain was in charge of Con­ 
ductor 
Staten, 
with 
Engineer 
Brown at the throttle. 
It was bowling along at about 
30 miles an hour and had reached 
the hill about a mile and a half 
this side of Joplin, when suddenly 
the track dropped out of sight and 
with it a part of the train. 
The hill, 
it seems, 
is honey ­ 
combed with mines, and the road­ 
bed passes directly over one of the 
subterranean caverns made by the 
miners in their search tor zinc and 
lead. 
The crust of earth above this 
hole upon which tbe roadbed rested 
had been weak ened by the con­ 
tinued rains, and as soon as the 
train struck it it gave way . 
Only the rate of speed at which 
the train was moving averted a 
most dreadful catastrophe. 
The 
engine and tender passed over in 
safety and the baggage car stopped 
on the brink of the chasm. 
The passenger coach and chair 
car went down, the latter over­ 
turning on the right side. 
No one was k illed and no bones 
were brok en, but ten or twelve 
people in tlie chair car were pain­ 
fully biuised or cut by splintered 
glass, the occupants of the chairs 
on the left side of the coach being 
thrown violently upon the people 
sitting on the right side. 
The hole into which the two 
cars were dumped is about 30 feet 
across and probably 25 teet in 
depth. 
The 
wreck ing train 
went at 
once to the scene of tlie disaster, 
meantime trains passing on the 
Gulf track . 
The northbound passenger, due 
here at 11 130, was about an hour 
and one-half late by reason of the 
v^rreck .

Geo. Bichsel, senior, whose crit­ 
ical illness wa« reported in y ester­ 
day ’s D e m o c r a t , died at his home, 
southeast corner of Third street 
and Harrison avenue, at 6 o’clock 
last night, after 
ha vi n o r been bed­ 
fast only about twenty -four hours. 
Monday Mr. Biihsel was around 
as usual, but that evening he was 
tak en ill and took to his bed. 
He 
grew worse y esterday , and at the 
hour stated the end came. 
Mr. Bichsel wa« born 68 y ears 
ago 
in Switzerland, 
where 
he 
learned the trade of watchmak er, 
and was recognized as one of the 
most expert work men in the coun- 


He came to America in 1S61, 
locating at Cincinnati, O., where 
he remained five y ears, and then 
came to Sedalia, where he engaged 
in business and had resided here 
continuously since. 
Several y ears ago Mr. Bichsel 
retired from business, turning it 
over to his sons, whose success has 
been as mark ed as was that of their 
father. 
Mr. Bichsel was not a member 
of any church, nor did he belong 
to any secret order, but he was a 
good citizen, and his death will be 
sincerely mourned. 
Besides his devoted wife, 
he 
leaves four children, viz : 
Emil 
and George, of this city ; Edw ard, 
of Ogden, Utah, and Mrs. Laura 
Ok ey , of Salina, Kas., 
who ar­ 
rived liere last night. 
The burial service will be con­ 
ducted at the house at 2 130 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon by Rev. J. B. 
Fuller, pastor of the First Baptist 
church.

A n ordinance fix ing the salary 
of policemen the same as du ring 
May or Ov erstreet’s administration 
and abolishing the office of sani­ 
tary policeman was, on motion of

Mey er, read the requ isite nu mber 
of times and passed, Mr. Porter 
v oting no. 
A n ordinance making the city 
engineer ex -officio street commis­ 
sioner and fix ing the salary of the 
latter office at $i per annu m was 
read three times and passed by the 
fu ll v ote of the cou ncil. 
On motion of Mr. Brown, au 
ordinance establishing a grade on 
the west side

cou rt,

Fou rth street sou th to the north 
side of Six th street, was passed 
u nanimou sly . 
A n ordinance to abolish the of­ 
fice of city detectiv e was read. 
Mr. Bean thou ght it u nwise for 
the cou ncil to pass any measu re 
tending to do away with that of­ 
fice, and was followed by Mr. 
Cashman, who su ggested that the 
office of city detectiv e was a v ery 
im portant one, and an aid to the 
city cou nselor, the may or, the po­ 
lice force and the city in general. 
Also, that the office had aided the 
city from a financial standpoint, 
considerable money being tu rned 
ov er to the city treasu rer throu gh 
the efforts of the city detectiv e, 
Mr.
